Twenty-nine propositions were intro­ 
duced at Saturday’s session of the con­ 
stitutional convention, with requests 
that they be adopted iuto the new 
state constitution. 
Some of them were of much impor­ 
tance, but thus far a great many of 
the propositions offered are of a legis­ 
lative nature. 
It remains to be seen 
what the convention will do with such 
propositions, but at the rate at which 
they are now being introduced it is 
evident that the total propositions of­ 
fered will run well into the hundreds, 
if not beyond the thousand mark. 
Among the 
important 
provisions 
introduced Saturday 
were three by 
Delegate Carlton Weaver, described as 
follows: No. 40, prohibiting sale of 
school lands in Oklahoma; No. 41, pro­ 
hibiting intermarriage of whites and 
negrotis; No 42, providing for a inheri­ 
tance tax. 
Of provision No. 40 press dispatches 
say: 
The provision ot Delegate Weaver 
of Ada, prohibiting the sale of the 
school lands of Oklahoma except by 
vote of the people, will bring on a 
fierce fight, for the land lessees of ( 
Oklahoma, 
strong in numbers and 
strong in organization, are expected to 
arrive at the capitol city to see that 
their interests are cared for. They de­ 
sire to buy these lands, but the opinion 
seems to be that they do not desire to 
have the initiative and referendum a r 
any part of it applied to their particu­ 
lar case. 
Mr. Weaver likely 
had in 
mind this method of procedure, the 
provision 
being prepared along that 
line which is a fundamental part of the 
platform, and is certain to be embod­ 
ied in the constitution.

NEARLY AU PLEDGED TO 


INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM 


EXCITING CHASE OF 


AUDACIOUS HORSE THIEF 
DOTH HOUSES OF CONGRESS 


CALLED TO ORDER TODAY 


Guthrie, Ok., Dec. 3. —When it comes 
to adopting the initiative and referen­ 
dum principle the constittutional con­ 
vention wiil almost be a unit. 
A diff­ 
erence of opinion will arise only over 
the general method or the per cent of 
voters {authorized to initiate or refer. 
From every section of the new state 
there is a delegate pledged to the prin­ 
ciples. 
Taking the convention as a 
whole there is not over IO or 12 per 
cent not '.committed to its adoption in 
some form. 
By the absorption process 
the leading advocates of the idea hope 
for a phalanx, which will finally include 
rfearly every member on the roll. 
An additional feature will be the re­ 
call, of which little has been said. It 
was a platform demand in a number of 
districts and is regarded by its advo­ 
cates as essential to the law’s perfec­ 
tion. 
Under its proper application the 
people, they further claim, will ever 
hold the reins of government within 
their 
grasp. 
Through the method 
treason in public office will become un­ 
known. In other words, the public offi­ 
cial who proves recreant to his trust 
may be “ fired” without ceremony 
other than a legal formality yet to be 
prescribed. 
The recall’s adoption in 
Oklahoma, however, is another matter. 
Much has been said of the Oregon 
law. The initiative and referendum 
Was not a provision of that constitution 
as originally adopted. The idea was 
not in force as early as 1858 and 1859, 
when the territory became a state. By 
recent adoption the initiative and ref­ 
erendum, which are distinctly separate 
propositions, were added to its organic 
law. 
In these new provisions the peo­ 
ple of Oregon are said to be well pleas­ 
ed. 
Utah has it, likewise North Dako­ 
ta, and the idea has been adopted by 
some municipalities, notably San Fran­ 


cisco. 
There are ordinances already drawn 
for adoption by this convention which 
will give the new state a complete law 
patterned after that of Oregon. The 
details vary. 
The initiative may be 
made by 8 per cent, the referendum 
ordered by 5 per cent of the voters, 
based upon the last vote for governor. 
In addition to the {referendum being 
ordered by 5 per cent of the voters, the 
same may be done by 20 per cent of the 
house of representatives or 50 per cent 
of the county commissioners of the en­ 
tire state. 
In case any measure is de­ 
feated it shall not be again submitted 
under three years by less than 25 per 
cent of the voters. 
The argument to be advanced against 
a low per cent is also being prepared. 
It urges that 5 or 8 per cent represent* 
the ever existing restless element in 
whose hands any legislative enactment 
may be placed in additional jeopardy, 
and through whom the citizens may be 
frequently harassed. It is believed that 
25 per cent should be the lowest.

Guthrie, Ok., Dec. 3.-U nless some) 
action is taken soon looking to a settle­ 
ment of the coal land question as it ap­ 
plies to Indian Territory a resolution 
will be introduced asking the conven­ 
tion to appoint a commission to confer 
with the tribal governments with a 
view of purchasing such lands by the 
state for school purposes. This com­ 
mission would report to the first legis­ 
lature. Contracts have been entered 
into between the tribal governments of 
the Choctaw and Chickasaw nations 
and agents with a view of disposing of 
the coal lands on a fee basis, and they 
hope to consummate a trade as soon as 
congress will authorize the sale. 
Con­ 
gress, however, judging from the ex­ 
pressions of senatorial committee re­ 
cently here will not consent to sale of 
these, lands or mines to a syndicate, but 
rather incline to the idea of state 
ownershp for public purposes. The ob­ 
ject of the resolution will be to arrive 
at a plan and price, the same to be rat­ 
ified by the federal government. 


Report Shows Large Surplus. 


Washington, Dec. 3—The monthly 
statement of the government receipts 
and expenditures just issued shows 
that the month of November, 1906, the 
total receipts were $55,602,498 and the 
expenditures $48,322,507 thus showing 
a surplus for the month of $7,280,000 
and for the seven months of the fiscal 
year a surplus of $14,776,000. 
One year ago the figures for the 
seven months show' a deficiency of 
$12,762,000. 
For the last mouth the receipts for 
customs amounted to $25,921,327, from 
internal revenue $24,860,342, and from 
miscellaneous sources $4,820,828. 
The expenditures account of the W ar 
Department shows an increase of about 
$1,000,000 and a decrease of about 
$2,284 account of navy. 
There was an increase of $1,000,000 
in the expenditures account of the 
Panama Canal. 


Both houses of congress will meet at 
12 o’clock today, but, knowing a busy 
session is expected, no business will be 
transacted on the first day and compar­ 
atively litte during the first week. 
The proceedings in both houses today 
ill be of the most formal character. 
These will consist of the business of 
apjvointing committees by each body to 
notify the other, and by both to notify 
the president, and by the House for 
the call of the roll and the administra­ 
tion of the oath to all new members. 
Attention of members of the House 
will be directed to the fact that four 
members of that body, Messrs. Hitt, 
Hoar, Keatcham and Adams, have died 
since the close of the last session, and 
a motion for adjournment out of res­ 
pect to their memory will immediately 
follow. 
The president’s message will not be 
received 
until tomorrow and both 
houses will probably adjourn for the 
day, as soon as it is read. 
It is ex­ 
pected that the nomination of Attorney 
General Moody to succeed J ustice Brow n 
will be the first of the nominations to 
be sent by the president and there will 
be an effort to secure its immediate 
adoption. 
Wednesday at Des Moines an inde­ 
pendent convention will be opened with 
the object of setting on foot a move­ 
ment for the election of United States 
senators by direct vote of the people. 
The meeting will be held on the invita­ 
tion of the state of Iowa, the legislat­ 
ure of that state having adopted a res­ 
olution calling for that convention. 


Some twenty-five governors have w rit­ 
ten Gov. Cummins that they are hear­ 
tily in favor of the movement and 
twenty have appointed delegates. 
If the convention directs that it is 
worth while to go ahead with the 
movement, a committee will be ap­ 
pointed to take up the subject with 
the different state legislatures. 
With 
the coming of the new state of Oklaho­ 
ma it will require the co-operation of 
thirty-one state legislatures to secure 
from congress a call for a constitutional 
convention. 
It is likely that all proceedings a t 
this meeting will be watched with in­ 
terest by members of the upper house 
of congress.

While it Is true that foreigners are 
admitted to West Point military acad­ 
emy as students only on application 
through official sources and by au­ 
thority of congress, it is true that a 
num ber of foreign countries have been 
invited by our government to desig­ 
nate officers of infantry, cavalry and 
artillery to take the courses of in­ 
struction at the service 
schools 
at 
Fort Leavenworth and Fort Riley, and 
these invitations have been accepted 
by Mexico and by several Central aud 
South American states. 
In each instance of foreign cadets 
undergoing instruction at W est Point 
and foreign officers receiving instruc­ 
tion 
at 
the 
infantry 
and 
cavalry 
school, Fort Leavenworth, and at the 
cavalry and field artillery school. Fort 
Riley, this government pays none of 
th e expenses. 
Otherwise the cadets 
and officers are ou the same footing 
as our own. 
At the United States military acad­ 
emy at W est Point there are four for­ 
eign cadets. A. R. Calve, C 'sta Rico; 
Frutos Thomas Plaza, Ecuador; Ting 
Chia Chen 
and 
Ting 
Using 
Wen, 
China. 
Cadet Calve is a member of 
the present second 
(junior) 
class. 
while the other young gentlemen are 
iii the fourth (freshman) class, and it 
is interesting to know that tile Chi­ 
nese are the first cadets ever received 
at West Point

The sending of foreign officers to 
our schools is merely a m atter of in­ 
ternational courtesy, and we are mere­ 
ly returning, in the case of France, a 
compliment that has at various times 
been paid to us by that country, 
in 
the case of the South American coun­ 
tries we are simply extending to them 
what other countries extend to them. 
Rulers of nations and their minis­ 
ters feel that this intercourse with 
foreigners is good for their own offi­ 
cers and cadets and that such courte­ 
sies tend in the long run toward amity 
j and. consequently, toward peace.

W hat the organization stands for 
is exemplified in its uniform, which 
is half blue and half gray.

F e w organizations have made such

In that brief period the 
order has nearly doubled its mem­ 
bership. 
It now enrolls 40,000 men 
in the United States. 
The depart­ 
m ent of New York, which 
is 
the 
s tr o n g e s t of the state organizations, 
has 4,000 members. 
With 
between 
300,000 and 400.000 men from which 
to draw, the veterans will be able to 
attain a large membership within the 
next few years, according to the con­ 
fident predictions of the officers. 
First in the field was the National 


A,rmy and Navy Spanish W ar 
Vet­ 
erans, which was chartered iii Ohio; 
second came the Spanish-American 
W ar Veterans, who first gathered in 
the state of New York, and last tho 
Service Men of the Spanish War, who 
first convened in Illinois. 
In 1904 the three organizations met 
in one convention in St. Louis, and 
were amalgamated into the 
United 
Spanish War Veterans.

Take 
all gay pictures anil hangings from 
the apartments where babies are to 
stay, and in their places put up soft 
green things that are restful and will 
have no exciting effect on the delicate 
nerves of sight. 
“When taking an infant out of doors 
always protect its eyes from the glare 
of the sun by a parasol or a broad 
brim on a hat, but do not put a veil 
over its face with the mistaken idea 
that this will keep out the dust and 
incidently the brightness of the sun or 
the dazzling whiteness of the snow.”

Exercise of the Franchise. 
Edward L. Thorndyke, writing on 
• lucHtion. especially high school edu* 
cation, in the Bookman, says a knowl­ 
edge of the duties and privileges of 
’.he exercise of the franchise ought to 
ne one of The cardinal teachings of 
oar high school. 
“The exercise of the franchise.” he 
tells us. “is no longer chiefly a m at­ 
ter of honesty and good-will and wis­ 
dom in choosing between two clear 
lines of party policy or between two 
sets of officials. 
It is a m atter of 
more or less expert knowledge. * 
“A future voter ought to know that 
for a city to give a traction company 
the use of its streets is identical with 
giving a neighbor the use of part of 
your house, wise or unwise, according 
to who the neighbor is hind what he 
pays you; be ought to know that laws 
'an do more against consumption than 
medicine can; he ought to believe that 
Dne man's gain need not be others’ 
loss, as surely as he believes that two 
and two are not five; he ought to 
understand as clearly as he under­ 
stands addition that a m an’s contribu­ 
tion to the world is to be measured by 
the number and worth of the wants he 
satisfies, and that*a man's cost to tho 
world is to be measured by the depri­ 
vations he causes. 
Is it not silly to let

points of academic study; and in their 
'acuities of applied science they are 
training their young men to do work 
;hat is most loudly called for. 
They 
nave never accepted the view that 
m i versifies must necessarily be insti­ 
tutions cloistered and apart from the 
main current of public life and serv- 
.ee.” 
In this country there is, indeed, 
Attle danger that the college-bred man 
amy sacrifice practical utility to re­ 
mote ideals. But, as Mr. A. C. Benson 
lately remarked in his paper on "The 
Uselessness of Knowledge,” the pur­ 
suit of knowledge as an end is not 
inconsistent with practical activity. 
This is easily to be seen in Germany, 
which, with her high university stand­ 
ards, has combined advanced and suc­ 
cessful methods in industry and com­ 
merce. 
Give a youth a trained mind, 
and then, if he chooses to be "practi­ 
cal." he can be more Intensely so than 
any of your rule-of-thumb men.

tue. 
"The smell of limburger cheese is 
necessary to make it good. 
The odor­ 
less limburger cheese would be noth­ 
ing but a tasteless mass of curds.

Its making the cheese 
is soft 
and 
after being salted it is dipped in brino 
and! whey to permit ii to make its 
owe rind. 
After pressing it is set 
away for about four weeks and it 
th«n begins to take on some of the 
smell characteristic of the product. 
It is then wrapped in paper and tin 
foil to keep it airtight. 
Being kept 
from the air, it ages and ripens and 
its thin rind permits the smell to es­ 
cape.”

If Poland, in the distant past, had 
had some wise old Ben Franklin to 
give his colleagues sound advice as 
to the value of "all hanging together,” 
that unfortunate land, in the estimate 
of many historians, would have es­ 
caped many disasters. 
It was a great 
power at one time. 
When at its great­ 
est, previous to 1660, it had an area 
of about 375,000 square miles and a 
population of about 15,000,000. 
It ex­ 
tended northward to the Bakie sea 
and the Gulf of Riga; 
westward 
to 
Brandenberg; southward to Hungary 
and nearly to the Crimea and eastward 
so as to include most of the valley of 
the Dnieper. 
This is just about equal 
to the combined 
areas 
of 
Illinois, 
Michigan, 
Ohio, 
Indiana. 
Kentucky, 
Wisconsin 
and 
Minnesota. 
Poland 
reached from within 90 miles of Ber­ 
lin to within 
150 miles of 
Moscow. 
Before its final partition in 1795 the 
area of Poland had been reduced to 
94,164 square miles with a population 
of 4,500,000. 
But even this was about 
equal to the combined areas of Illi­ 
nois and Ohio. 
During the tenth cen­ 
tury Poland began to assume 
con­ 
sistency and unity, but about the same 
time the distinction between the no­ 
bles or warrior clas-i and the agricul­ 
turists began to be drawn. 
A sharply 
defined caste resulted. The aristocracy 
was entirely out of sympathy with the 
peasantry. The classes and masses did 
not "hang together.” 
It was in 1572 that Poland passed 
tinder the regime of elected kings. The 
national diet elected them and on this 
and on all other m atters the decision 
cf the diet had to be unanimous. 
If a 
single member exercised his veto all 
legislation was at a standstill. 
Moro 
unnatural still 
was the 
recognized 
right of any nobles to confederate for 
the purpose of effecting their will by 
the force of arms. Thus was produced 
an enfeebled government. 
Wars and 
internal strife 
so greatly 
weakened 
Poland that 
its partition 
followed. 
Catherine II. 
of Russia 
especially 
wanted ber country to get into the cir­ 
cle of the western powers and Poland 
stool in the way. 
The first partition 
came in 1772. 
Russia, Prussia and 
Austria benefited. 
The three 
mon­ 
archs of these count ries were respective­ 
ly Catherine the Great, Frederick the 
Great and Maria Theresa.

PURPLE IN K FROM CORNSTALKS 


The Velocity of Light. 
Light moves with Hie amazing vel­ 
ocity of 185,000 miles a second, a 
speed a million times as great as that 
uf a rifle bullet. 
It would make the 
circuit of the earth’s circumference, at 
the equator, seven times in one beat 
of the pendulum. For a long time the 
light was thought to be instantaneous, 
but it is now known to have a meas­ 
urable velocity. 
The discovery was 
first made by means of the eclipses of 
Jupiter’s satellites. 
Jupiter, like tho 
earth, casts a shadow, and when his 
moons 
pass 
through 
it, 
they 
are 
eclipsed, just as our moon is eclipsed 
when 
passing 
through the 
earth’s 
shadow. 
Jupiter’s shadow far sur­ 
passes in magnitude that of the earth. 
His moon revolves around him more 
rapidly than our moon revolves around 
the earth, and their orbits are nearly 
in the plane of the planet’s orb. 
Con­ 
sequently, says the * Hesperian, they 
all. with the exception of the fourth 
and 
most 
distant 
satellite, 
pass 
through the planet’s shadow and are 
eclipsed at every revolution. 


Tennessee 
Farmer Has 
Remarkable 
Crop Which Is a Valuable One. 


^Nashville, Tenn.—David 
Anderson, 
a farmer of Poelton, 
just over 
the 
Davidson county line, in 
Cheatham 
county, is raising a crop of corn which 
promises much greater money returns 
than ordinary field corn. 
The yield 
in ears is equal to that of any other 
corn, and it is a sweet, excellent table 
corn. 
But the stalks appear at first 
glance to be covered with purple dye, 
and the sap is of the same dark hue. 
From one stalk as much as a pint and 
a half can be obtained; and the fluid 
makes a permanent writing ink, rich 
purple in color. 
Mr. Anderson 
has 
been experimenting for ten years in 
the endeavor to grow corn with dark 
purple sap, which could be converted 
cheaply into a good quality of ink, and 
he believes he has at last succeeded. 
He has a half-acre patch, the result 
of a decade of experimenting, and is 
confident that the ink will be a com­ 
mercial success.

Money Profit in Rose Growing. 
Rose growing for purposes of per­ 
fumery would seem to be a profitable 
pursuit in those lands of which the 
climate is suitable for this species of 
intensified farming. 
It is calculated 
that on the third year after being 
planted a bush should produce about 
200 flowers per square foot. As there 
are about 8,000 square feet in a hec­ 
tare, or about two and a half acres, 
this is equal, if a flower is estimated 
to weigh four grams, to about 6,400 
kilograms of flowers per acre. On the 
basis of eight decimeters of pure 
essence per kilogram of petals, this 
would give 5,120 kilograms of essence 
per hectare, which, at the very mod- 
?rate rate of £40 per kilogram, would 
yield 
£204 16s. Sd. per hectare.—

NEARLY ALL PLEDGED TO 


INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM 


Guthrie, Ok., Dec. 3. —When it comes 


to adopting the initiative and referen- 
dum principle the constitutional con- 
vention will almost be a unit. A diff- 
erence of opinion will arise only over 
the general method or the per cent of 
voters {authorized to initiate or refer. 
From every section of the new state 
there is a delegate pledged to the prin- 
ciples. Taking the convention as a 
whole there is not over 10 or 12 per 
cent not ^committed to its adoption in 
gome form. By the absorption process 
the leading advocates of the idea hope 
for a phalanx, which will finally include 
dearly every member on the roll. 


An additional feature will be the re- 


call, of which little has been said. It 
was a platform demand in a number of 
districts and is regarded by its advo- 
cates as essential to the law's perfec- 
tion. Under its proper application the 
people, they further claim, will ever 
hold the reins of government within 
their grasp. 
Through the method 


treason in public office will become un- 
known. In other words, the public offi- 
cial who proves recreant to his trust 
may be "fired" without ceremony 
other than a legal formality yet to be 
prescribed. The recall's adoption in 
Oklahoma, however, is another matter. 


Much has been said of the Oregon 


lair, The initiative and referendum 
Was not a provision of that constitution 
as originally adopted. The idea was 
not in force as early as 1858 and 1859, 
when the territory became a state. By 
recent adoption the Initiative and ref- 
erendum, which are distinctly separate 
propositions, were added to its organic 
law. In these new provision* th« peo- 
ple of Oregon are said to be well pleas- 
ed. Utah has it, likewise North Dako- 
ta, and the idea has been adopted by 
some municipalities, notably San Fran- 


cisco. 


There are ordinances already drawn 


for adoption by this convention which 
will give the new state a complete law 
patterned after that of Oregon. The 
details vary. 
The initiative may be 


made by 8 per cent, the referendum 
ordered by 5 per cent of the voters, 
based upon the last vote for governor. 


In addition to the [referendum being 


ordered by 5 per cent of the voters, the 
same may be done by 20 per cent of the 
house of representatives or 50 per cent 
of the county commissioners of the en- 
tire state. 
In case any measure is de- 


feated it shall not be again submitted 
.under three years by less than 25 per 
cent of the voters. 


The argument to be advanced against 


a low per cent is also being prepared. 
It urges that 5 or 8 per cent represent! 
the ever existing restless element in 
whose hands any legislative enactment 
may be placed in additional jeopardy, 
and through whom the citizens may be 
frequently harassed. It is believed that 
25 per cent should be the lowest.

•tate constitution. 


Some of them were of much impor- 


tance, but thus far a great many of 
the propositions offered are of a legis- 
lative nature. It remains to be seen 
what the convention will do with such 
propositions, but at the rate at which 
they are now being introduced it is 
evident that the total propositions of- 
fered will run well into the hundreds, 
if not beyond the thousand mark. 


Among the 
important 
provisions 


introduced Saturday 
were three by 


Delegate Carlton Weaver, described is 
follows: No. 40, prohibiting sale of 
school lands in Oklahoma; No. 41, pro- 
hibiting intermarriage of whites and 
negroes; No 42, providing for a inheri- 
tance tax.

MAY HAVE COMMISSION 


NEGOTIATE FOR COAL LANDS 


Guthrie, Ok., Dec. 3. —Unless some 


action is taken soon looking to a settle- 
ment of the coal land question as it ap- 
plies to Indian Territory a resolution 
will be introduced asking the conven- 
tion to appoint a commission to confer 
with the' tribal governments with a 
view of purchasing such lands by .the 
state for school purposes. This com- 
mission would report to the first legis- 
lature. Contracts have been entered 
into between the tribal governments of 
the Choctaw and Chickasaw nations 
and agents with a view of disposing of 
the coal lands on a fee basis, and they 
hope to consummate a trade as soon as 
congress will authorize the sale. Con- 
gress, however, judging from the ex- 
pressions of senatorial committee re- 
cently here will not consent to sale of 
these, lands or mines to a syndicate, but 
rather incline to the idea of state 
ownershp for public purposes. The ob- 
ject of the resolution will be to arrive 
at a plan and price, the same to be rat- 
ified by the federal government. 


Report Showi Large Surplni. 


Washington, Dec. 3—The monthly 


statement of the government receipts 
and expenditures just issued shows 
that the month of November, 1906, the 
total receipts were $55,602,498 and the 
expenditures $48,322,507 thus showing 
a surplus for the month of $7,230,000 
and for the seven months of the fiscal 
year a surplus of $14,776,000. 


One year ago the figures for the 


seven months show a deficiency of 
$12,762,000. 


For the last mouth the receipts for 


customs amounted to $25,921,327, from 
internal revenue $24,860,342, and from 
miscellaneous sources $4,820,328. 


The expenditures account of the War 


Department shows an increase of about 
$1,000,000 and a decrease of about 
$2,284 account of navy. 


There was an increase of $1,000,000 


in the expenditures account of the 
Panama Canal.

BOTH HOUSES OF CONGRESS 


CALLED TO ORDER TODAY 


Both houses of congress will meet at 


12 o'clock today, but, knowing a busy 
session is expected, no business will be 
transacted on the first day and compar> 
atively litte during the first week. 


The proceedings in both houses today 


will be of the most formal character. 
These will consist of the business of 
appointing committees by each body to 
notify the other, and by both to notify 
the president, and by the House for 
the call of the roll and the administra- 
tion of the oath to all new members. 


Attention of members of the House 


will be directed to the fact that four 
members of that body, Messrs. Hitt, 
Hoar, Keatcham and Adams, have died 
since the close of the last session, and 
a motion for adjournment out of res- 
pect to their memory will immediately 
follow. 


The president's message will not be 


received 
until tomorrow and both 


houses will probably adjourn for the 
day, as soon as it is read. It is ex- 
pected that the nomination of Attorney 
General Moody to succeed Justice Brown 
will be the first of the nominations to 
be sent by the president and there will 
be an effort to secure its immediate 
adaption. 


Wednesday at Des Moines an inde- 


pendent convention will be opened with 
the object of setting on foot a move- 
ment for the election of United States 
lenators by dirvct vote of the people. 
The meeting will be held on the invita- 
tion of the state of Iowa, the legislat- 
ure of that state having adopted a res- 
olution calling for that convention. 


Some twen*y-<ive governors have writ- 
ten Gov. Cumm'ns that they are hear- 
tily in favor of the movement and 
twenty have appointed delegates. 


If the convention directs that it is 


worth while to go ahead with the 
movement, a committee will be ap- 
pointed to take up the subject with 
the different state legislatures. With 
the coming ef the new state of Oklaho- 
ma it will require the co-operation of 
thirty-one state legislatures to secure 
from congress a call for a constitutional 
convention. 


It is likely that all proceedings at 


this meeting will be watched with in- 
terest by members of the upper house 
of congress.

It ta true that a 
number of foreign countries have been 
invited by our government to desig- 
nate officers of infantry, cavalry and 
artillery to take the courses ot in- 
atructton at the service schools at 
Fort Leavenworth and Port Rtley, and 
these invitations have been accepted 
by Mexico and by several Central aud 
South American states. 


In each instance of foreign cadets 


tmdergoing Instruction at West Point 
and foreign officers receiving Instruc- 
tion at the infantry 
and cavalry 


school. Port Leavenworth. and at the 
cavalry and field artillery school, Port 
Biley, this government pays none of 
the expenses. 
Otherwise the cadets 


and officers are on the same footing 
as our own. 


At the United States military acad- 


emy at West Point there are four for- 
eign cadets. A. R. Calvo. r-^sta Rico; 
Prutos Thomas Plaza, Ecuador; Ting 
Chia Chen and 
Ying Hsing Wen.

The biographies of the men who 
led the Japanese armies to victory 
over the Russians show that most of 
them received a part of their training 
in foreign schools. 


The sending of foreign officers to 


our schools is merely a matter of In- 
ternational courtesy, nnd we are mere- 
ly returning, in the case of France, a 
compliment that has at various times 
been paid to us by that country. In 
the case of the South American coun- 
tries we are simply extending to them, 
what other countries extend to them. 


Rulers of nations and their minis- 


ters feel that this intercourse with 
foreigners is good for their own offi- 
cers and cadets and 'hat such courte- 
sies tend in the long run toward amity 
and, consequently, toward peace.

Edward L. Thornd.vke, writing on 


education, especially high school edu- 
:ation, In the Bookman, says a knowl- 
edge of the duties and privileges of 
•.he exercise of the franchise ought to 
oe one of the cardinal teachings of 
our high school. 


"The exercise of the franchise," lie 


tells us, "to no longer chiefly a mat- 
ter of honesty and good-will and wis- 
dom in choosing between two clear 
lines of party policy or between two 
sets of officials. 
It Is a matter of 


more or less expert knowledge. • 


"A future voter ought to know that 


for a city to give a traction company 
the use of Its streets Is identical with 
giving a neighbor the use of part of 
your house, wise or unwise, according 
to who the neighbor Is "and what he 
pays you; he ought to know that laws 
jaa do more against consumption than 
medicine can; he ought to believe that 
Dne man's gain need not be others' 
loss, as, surely as he believes that two 
and two aie not five; he ought to 
understand as clearly aa he under- 
stands addition that a man's contribu- 
tion to the world is to be measured by 
the number and worth of the wants he 
satisfies, and tbat'a man's cost to the 
world Is to be measured by the depri- 
vations he causes. Is it not silly to let 
the youth of the land spend twelve 
years In school and at its close be 
unable, even though he wishes, to 
protect common property as well as 
his owu. ignorant of the simplest rudi- 
ments of public tngtene. possessed by 
the fallacy that what others have has 
been taken horn him. and burdened 
with the superstition that a man gives 
to the \\orld what he spends in it and 
takes from It the wealth he acquires. 
Is it not a calamity that although 
sight out of ten of our high school 
graduates will live in cities or city 
tubmbs. there is appaiently in no 
jigh school a course oa municipal 
•>roblems ?" 


Higher Education. 


In his Chancellor's Address at the 


'ourth centenary o! Aberdeen Univer- 
sity. Lord Strathcona compared higher" 
education In Gieat Britain with that 
ii Germany and the United States. 
While piaisin^ Aberdeen, he held that 
the CM World has much to learn flora 
the New 
He was con\Iuced that on 


this sulo of the Atlantic our institu- 
tions of learning adapt themselves 
more easily and readily to the needs 
Df their constituencies. "They found 
Dut long ago that law and medicine and 
theology are not the only legitimate 
points of academic study; and in their 
'acuities of applied science they are 
'raining their young men to do work 
.hat Is most loudly called for. They 
lave never accepted the view that 
antversities must necessarily be insti- 
tutions cloistered and apart from the 
main current of public life and serv- 
ce." In this country there is, indeed, 
ittle danger that the college-bred man 
nay sacrifice practical utility to re- 
mote Ideals 
But. as Mr. A. C. Benson 


lately remarked in his paper on "The 
Uselessness of Knowledge." the pur- 
suit of knowledge as an end is not 
inconsistent with practical acthlty. 
This is easily to be seen in Germany, 
which, with her high university stand- 
ards, has combined advanced and suc- 
cessful methods in industry and com- 
meice 
Give a youth a trained mind, 


an'i then, If he chooses to be "practi- 
cal," he can be more intensely so than 
any of your rule-of thumb men. 


The Velocity of Light. 


Light moves «lth the amazing vel- 


ocity of 185,000 miles a second, a 
speed a million times as great as that 
of a rifle bullet. 
It would make the 


ch cult of the earth's circumference, at 
the equator, seven times in one beat 
of the pendulum. For a long time the 
light was thought to be Instantaneous, 
but It is now known to have a meas- 
urable velocity. 
The discovery was 


first made by means of the eclipses of 
Jupiter's satellites. Jupiter, like tho 
earth, casts a shadow, and when hla 
moons pass through it, they 
are 


eclipsed, just as our moon Is eclipsed 
when passing 
through the earth'a 


shadow. 
Jupiter's shadow far sur- 


passes In magnitude that of the earth. 
His moon revolves around him more 
rapidly than our moon revolves around 
the earth, and their orbits are nearly 
In the plane of the planet's orb. Con- 
sequently, says the*Hesperian, they 
all, with the exception of the fourth 
and 
most 
distant 
satellite, 
pass 


through the planet's shadow and are 
-eclipsed at every revolution.

Freelove Jackson, the only real In- 
dian In Worcester, and the "last of 
the Mohicans," Is 101 years old. Only 
the Immediate friends of Miss Jack- 
son and her niece, Mrs. Hester Brown 
Gardner. 6 Grand street, court, with 
whom Miss Jackson lives, were pres- 
ent at the little observance of the 
day which was held. 
Mlaa Jackson 


was disappointed that she did not 
die on her on hundredth birthday, and 
has no desire to live. Miss Jackson 
has a romance connected with her 
life. 
When she was. 17 years old she 


became engaged to an Indian, one of 
the Mohican tribe. Her mother ob- 
fected to the wedding, because she 
did not want her daughter to marry 
a man with a roving disposition like 
an Indian's. 
"You'll never have a 


chance to break another match for 
me," she said to her mother, and she 
kept her word. 


She has been a member of 
the 


Methodist Episcopal church in Col- 
chester, Conn., for 89 years. She has 
many peculiarities, one of which is 
her positive refusal to eat anything 
containing lard or pork. 
She thinks 


that all swine contain 
devils, and 


that it would be directly against the 
Bible to eat pork in any shape, form 
or manner. 


Miss Jackson was born in Franklin, 


Conn, October 6, 1805. She was the 
second child of a family of ten. Her 
father was Alison Jackson, a 
pure 


blooded Spanish Indian. Her mother 
was Phileno Mezo, a Mohican. They 
were not roving Indians, and lived 
peaceably 1n Connecticut. Her moth- 
er lived to be 101 yeais old.

PURPLE INK FROM CORNSTALKS 


Tennessee Farmer Has Remarkable 


Crop Which Is a Valuable One. 


Nashville, Tenn—David Anderson. 


a fanner of Poelton, just o\er 
the 


Davidson county line, in 
Cheatham 


county, is raising a crop of corn which 
promises much greater money returns 
than ordinary field coin 
The 3 iehl 


in ears is equal to that of any other 
corn, and it Is a sweet, excellent table 
corn. But the stalks appear at fust 
glance to he coveied with purple dye, 
and the bap is of the same daik hue 
From one stalk as much as a pint and 
a half can be obtained, and the fluid 
makes a permanent writing ink, rich 
purple in color. 
Mr. Anderson 
has 


been experimenting for ten years in 
the endeavor to grow corn with dark 
purple sap, which could be converted 
cheaply Into a good quality of ink, and 
he believes he has at last succeeded. 
He has a half-acre patch, the result 
of a decade of experimenting, and Is 
confident that the Ink will be a com- 
mercial success.

had some wise old Ben Franklin to 
give hia colleagues sound advice as 
to the value of "all hanging together," 
that unfortunate land, in the estimate 
of many historians, would have es- 
caped many disasters. It was a great, 
power at one time. When at Its great- 
est, previous to 1660, It had an area 
of about 375,000 square miles and a 
population of about 15,000,000. It ex- 
tended northward to the Baltic sea 
and the Gulf of Riga; 
westward 
to 


Brandenberg; southward to Hungary 
and nearly to the Crimea and eastward 
so as to Include most of the valley of 
the Dnieper. This is Just about equal 
to the combined areas of Illinois, 
Michigan, Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. 
Poland 


reached from within 90 miles of Ber- 
lin to within 150 miles of 
Moscow. 


Before Its final partition In 1795 the 
area of Poland had been reduced to 
94,164 square miles with a population 
of 4,500,000. But even this was about 
equal to the combined areas of Illi- 
nois and Ohio. During the tenth cen- 
tury Poland began to assume 
con- 


sistency and unity, but about the same 
time the distinction between the no- 
bles or warrior class and the agricul- 
turists began to be drawn. A sharply 
denned caste resulted. The aristocracy 
was entirely out of sympathy with fhe 
peasantry. The classes and masses did 
not "hang together." 


It was In 1572 that Poland passed 


under the regime of elected kings. The 
national diet elected them and on thla 
and on all other matters the decision 
of the diet had to be unanimous. If a 
single member exercised his veto all 
legislation was at a standstill 
More 


unnatural still 
was the 
recognized 


right of any nobles to confederate for 
the purpose of effecting their will by 
the force of arms. Thus was produced 
an enfeebled government. Wars and 
Internal strife 
so greatly 
weakened 


Polnnrt that 
Its partition 
followed. 


Catherine II. 
of Russia 
especially 


wante 1 her country to get into the cir- 
cle of the western powers and Poland 
stood In the way. The first partition 
came In 1772. 
Russia, Prussia and 


Austria benefited 
The three mon- 


archs of these countries were respective- 
ly Catherine the Great, Frederick the 
Great and Maria Theresa. This Is one 
reason why

Washington Is not loved 
by many 


American citizens. 
Members 
of the 


Polish diet, according to the histori- 
ans, were freely bribed to agree to the 
concessions of the partition. They did 
not "ban? together." 


On" of the most glorious chapters 


in the hi-tory of Poland Is that of its 
defeat and final annihilation as a na- 
tion 
This was the day of revolt and 


gallant struggle which 
folowed 
the 


first partition of Poland and which 
ended with the third and final parti- 
tion in 1795 
At one time Gen. Kos- 


clusko—who is beloved by Americans 
for the gallant part he took 
in 
the 


American war of the revolution—with 
a force 
of 4 000 
peasants, 
mostly 


armed with scythes, defeated an army 
of fi 000 Russians. 
Kosclusko 
was 


made dictator and drove the Russians 
from Warsaw, but dissensions among 
the Poles ruined their cause at the mo- 
ment of seeming triumph 
Not even 


then did they "hang together" 
Po- 


land ceased to exist as a state when 
its army, gallantly led by Kosclusko, 
went down before the Russian?. But 
as a people to this day It has stubborn- 
ly nursed the hope of successful insur- 
rection.

Sabbatlne d'Invilllers, a daughter of 
a French family that left Prance in 
time to escape the guillotine of the 
Reign of Terror. The family settled 
in Philadelphia and speedily took a 
commanding position in society. 


Then came Ann, the daughter. More 


like the shrewd father than the sons, 
she was a business woman from the 
day she knew anything about tt» 
world. She became the wife of R. J. 
C. Walker, of Wllllamsport, and lived 
In that little Pennsylvania city for 
years, but she always took an Inter- 
est in the business of her father, and 
she was regarded ife having a man's 
shrewdness. 


Mrs. William Welghtman, Jr., cared 


nothing for business or the acquisi- 
tion of money. Her tastes ran to en- 
tertainments and society. In the ab- 
sence of thfe daughter she soon be- 
came the favorite in the big marble 
mansion 
fronting 
In 
Rittenhouse 


Square and Raven Hill, a magnificent 
country estate. As her six daughters 
were born they became the pets of 
the aged man and when William 
Weightman died in 1SS9, Mrs. Weight- 
man, his widow, and her daughters 
went to live la the old mansion en- 
tirely. 


Mrs. Walker did not like this ar- 


rangement 
and 
the 
real 
trouble 


started then. After her husband had 
served a term at Washington, they 
moved to Philadelphia and he went 
into the office of Powers & Welght- 
man. 
'Mrs. Walker was made a part- 


ner, and they attended to the business 
end. 
Mrs. Welghtman remained at 


the home ot her father-in-law u^til 
about 1895, and one day Philadelphia 
was surprised to hear that she had 
become the wife of Jones Wister. 


The 
marriage 
of Mrs. 
William 


Welghtman was the severing of the 
relations between the daughter-in-law 
and her children and the aged man. 
Mrs. Walker and her husband at once 
came into the ascendant. 


William Welghtman, Sr., died Inr 


August, 1D04, and the following week, 
his will, written by himself, showed 
he had left every penny of his fortune 
to his daughter without condition. He- 
had made her. executrix without bonds 
and spared her the necessity of filing* 
an appraisal of the estate. Not a 
grandchild was mentioned in the will 
and not a penny left to charity.

Money Profit In Rose Growing. 


Rose growing for purposes of per- 


fumery would seem to be a profitable 
pursuit in those lands of which the 
climate is suitable tor this species ot 
intensified farming. It is calculated 
that on the third year after being 
planted a bush should produce about 
200 flowers per square foot. As there 
are about 8,000 square feet In a hec- 
tare, or about two and a half acres, 
this is equal, if a flower is estimated 
to weigh four grams, to about 6,400 
kilograms of flowers per acre. On the 
basis of eight decimeters of pure 
essence per kilogram of petals, this 
would give 5,120 kilograms of essence 
per hectare, which, at the very mod- 
srate rate of £ 40 per kilogram, would 
yield £204 16s. 8d. per hectare.— 
London Globe,
